(iii) contacting the uncultured lysed tumour cells with various antibodies directed 
against tkc class I HLA antigens so as to form HLA-G iso form/antibody complexes, and 

(Iv) establishing the HLA-G expression profile of said tumour sample by detecting the 
complexfes formed in step (iii).

16. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 2, wherein the antibodies specific 
for HLA-G membrane-bound and soluble isoforms are monoclonal antibodies. 

J 7. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 2, wherein the HLA-G membrane- 
bound isjoforms are HLA-G 1, HLA-G2, HLA-G3 and HIA-G4. 

li8- (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 2, wherein the HLA-G soluble 
isoformi are HLA-G5 and HLA-G6.

i9. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 3, wherein subsequent to the 
contacting in (iii) the cells arc immunoprecipitated. 

10, (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 3^ wherein the detecting in (iv) 
compris^ electrophoresis and transfer to a membrane. 

11 . (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 3, wherein the antibodies specific 
for HLAi-G membrane^bound and soluble isoforms arc monoclonal antibodies, 

2|2, (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 3, wherein the HLA-G membrane- 
bound iskforms ar« HLA-Gl, HLA-G2, HLA-G3 and HLA-G4, 

23. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 3, wherein the HLA-G soluble 
isoforms! are HLA-G5 and HLA-G6. 
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24. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 3, wherein the uncultured tninf^nr 
cells arej labeled prior to lysing the tumour colls in (ii). 
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
